FORCING SOCIALISM 


Mayor Ellison says Regina has now got to the 
place where it is collecting more rents than taxes. 
So much taxpayer property has been confiscated 
that the city collects more rent from the property 
taken over than taxes on the property still held 
by individuals, Which is another way of saying | 
Regina has got more than half way along the 
road to Henry George socialism; his theory being ; 
that the community should own all the land, levy | 
no taxes, and get revenue by charging ground | 
rent. In which respect Regina is heading ia the | 
same direction as all other western cities, but 
has got a bit farther on the way. 

If they can get any comfort out of it, the 
supporters and practitioners of ‘sound money” 
are driving the western cities straight toward | 
socialism, Heary debts, high interest rates and | 
deflation are the active agents by which 
“capitalism” is forcing these communities into | 
a socialist set-up, which neither the creditors 
desire nor the residents want. Every taxpayer 
who loses his home brings his city that much | 
nearer to the time when it will be the landlord 
of all who live within its boundaries. If the 
holders of city bonds have any regard for the 
business whereby they live, they should pay some 
attention to this direct and certain result of their 
refusal to compromise with the debtor cities.

All | 
his challenge to combat has brought by way of |

THOSE AGREEMENTS AGAIN 


A delegation representing Edmonton and 
Calgary waited on the Provincial cabinet to ask 
that the Government accept less than the con- | 
tract rate on city bonds bought by it, in view of | 
the fact that the Government is paying only half | 
the contract rate on provincial bonds held by 
these cities. No decision was reached and the 
negotiations are to continue. 

Obviously the cities weakened their case 
when they accepted debt-extending schemes | 
under which they are to pay other bond-holders 
the full rates named in the contracts. The Gov- 
ernment could tell them, with logic on its side, 
that the province is as much entitled to full in- 
terest rates as are private investors and corpora- | 
tion bond-holders. If the cities wanted lower 
rates they should have asked for proclamation of 
the act which said they need pay no more than 3 


per cent. Then the slash would have applied to 
all-bondholders, and the Government could | 
have demanded no more than others were to 


receive. 

Not having done this, the cities

ers were practically unopposed in their advance 
from Shanghai, though Chinese forces retreat- 
ing before them outnumbered the Japanese by 
200,000 to 75,000. When they reached the city, 
despatches stated, the skies to the west were 
black with the smoke from burning villages, 
fired by the Chinese army in its retirement 
farther into the interior. The suggestion in this 
is that the Chinese leaders offered only a delay- 
ing defence of Nanking, while keeping their 
forces intact and moving them farther west. 
Opinion in Tokyo before the capital was occupied 
was said to be that the capture of Nanking would 
not end the war. China's new consul-general for 
Canada says his countrymen are prepared to 
fight five years if necessary. 

If the Chinese have decided to make it a fight- 
ing retreat, they have plenty of room to retreat 
in. Nanking is 235 miles from the sea. They can 
draw back another thousand miles before they 
reach the centre of their vast country. And 
every mile the Japanese advance puts them an- 
other mile from their base of supplies, and dim- 
inishes the effectiveness of their airplanes. A 
week ago the German Ambassador was oscillat- 
ing between the Japanese and Chinese head- 
quarters, supposedly trying to bring about a 
truce and save the Japanese from the dangers of 
a farther advance on the eve of winter. He evi- 
dently failed, and the invaders have the alterna- 
tive of holding Nanking, retreating to shorten 
their lines of communication, or chasing the 
elusive Chinese forces into the remoteness be- 
yond. 

Technically of course the war was over when 
Shanghai fell and the invaders were in posses- 
sion of the five provinces they want. But the 
Chinese inconveniently refused to admit the 
point. By the books they are defeated and should 
sue for peace. But it was said of British troops 
on one occasion “they were beaten but didn’t 
know it,” so they kept on fighting and won, 
Maybe the Chinese have heard about that. 


WELL DONE! 

The 142-page special edition of the Winnipeg 
Evening Tribune, issued as a tribute to the pro- 
gress of the west since the coming of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway sixty years ago, is also 
striking proof of the newspaper industry itself. 

With modest pride the paper points out that 
the huge commemorative issue is probably with- 
out precedent or replica in the Dominion. It took 
three months to prepare. If its newsprint were 


| stretched out into a ribbon as narrow as a single 


column, it would reach “from Winnipeg east to 
Moscow, or south past Magellan Straits, or west 
to Manchukuo, or north over the pole into Outer 
Mongolia in the heart of Asia.” But the supreme 
success is that this edition, a monument to the 
vision and efficiency of the Tribune staff, was 
brought to fruition without halting any of the 
regular issues produced in these exacting months 
of toil. 

When the last linotype ceased its hum, and 
the mystic “30” was put to the final story, every 
member of that staff must have understood that 
his work had gone to create a paper that will 
long remain a tradition and soon become a legend 
in the company of Canadian newspaperdom.

Broadcasts designed to promote the unity of 
the Empire and to counter subversive foreign 
propaganda are just as much a part of imperial 
policy as a Cruiser or a squadron of the Royal 
Air Force.

JACK CANUCK’S BANK BOOK 

Mr. Charles Dunning, cautious man though he 
is, must be reasonably happy these days. For 
with six months of the fiscal year gone, he finds 
himself better off by millions of dollars than he 
was at the same time last year. Dominion 
revenues are up (over last year) by $47,000,000. 

Mr. Dunning’s next six months will prob- 
ably be less good. Crop failure in the west, with 
practically no wheat to export will undoubtedly 
be reflected in revenues; may mean that instead 
of growing they will actually decrease, Mean- 
while expenditures will continue, may, indeed, 
in view of what will be required to cope with 
conditions in the drought area, be considerably 
higher. 

Nevertheless, despite circumstances over 
which the government could have no control, 
the financial situation is an exceeding good one. 
It is so good, comparatively, that Mr. Dunning 
may be able to balance his budget, perhaps have 
a small surplus. That, after all the lean years, 
and considering all that has to be paid out in the 
way of special expenditures—relief, drought aid 
and railways—will, if it comes, to be a most 
heartening achievement.—Ottawa Journal, 


CAUGHT UP 

One does not have to think back far to recall 
the alarming tales which were current in France 
and Britain of German rearmament and how 
planes were being turned out with unheard of 
speed in vast numbers. Later, when camouflage 
was thrown aside, the neutral area was occupied, 
the curtains were drawn back from the German 
military machine and surmise had become real- 
ity, we had the impassioned speech of Premier 
Baldwin when he pleaded for the international 
control of aircraft and declared the Rhine had 
now become the frontier of Britain. 

The nations have travelled fast and far in 
the brief period from then till now, but there was 
nothing to show that Britain was not still 
dragging far in the rear of Germany or France 
in the number of planes. In Jane’s “All the 
World Aircraft,” the authority on the subject, a 
comparison is made of British, American and 
German fighting planes. The German planes are 
found to be equal in power and performance to 
the British and American planes, and then comes 
this significant phrase “though not in numbers.” 
The United States hay powerful machines cap- 
able of travelling four thousand miles and at 
great speed, but this parenthesis makes it clear 
that the superiority in the air in Europe has 
definitely passed from Germany to Britain. 

When John Bull shook himself and consider- 
ed the threat in earnest he wasted no time, and 
this without doubt is having an appreciable 
effect in other and less peaceably disposed 
capitals.—Halifax Chronicle. 


MICKEY MOUSE IN EUROPE 

The police of Belgrade picked up their skirts 
in shrieking alarm when Mickey Mouse scuttered 
into the office of their chief. The pranks of the 
little mouse with the twittering nose depicted in 
a comic strip amused the children of Yugoslavia 
but horrified the police, Mickey taking the part 
of a prince against whom an uncle was in con- 
spiracy absurdly was said by the police to be 
analogous to young King Peter under the regency 
of his cousin, Prince Paul. 

Foreign correspondents told their papefs how 
the beloved little rodent was amusing children 
more usually limiting their amusement to being 
fitted with gas masks. Some correspondents 
mentioned the analogy between the strip and the 
regency, but the correspondent of the New York 
Times did not do so in his despatch. He had, 
however, in the-summer offended the police of 
Belgrade by reporting their brutal behavior in a 
religious controversy, and was then ordered to 
leave the country. The expulsion order was im- 
mediately cancelled by the Premier, who, instead, 
decorated the New York Times with an insignia. 

In the Mickey Mouse incident the police saw 
a chance to get even with the New York Times 
man while the Premier was out of the country, 
and so demanded that he leave Yugoslavia im- 
mediately. 

The affair would be as amusing as is Mickey 
Mouse himself if it did not add another instance 
to the many when correspondents reporting news 
truthfully have come under the resentment of 
police or other authority in European countries. 
Probably some forty correspondents of the high- 
est professional reputation have been expelled 
for telling the truth. What possible harm could 
be done in telling the people in America that the 
children of Yugoslavia liked Mickey Mouse? To 
scent sinister designs in this is stupid. Probably 
the Premier of Yugoslavia knows this. Probably 
the Prince-regent does too. But the police do 
not. Neither can it be understood by dictatorial 
systems which make democracies wonder what 
can be going on when the simple news of events 
has to be concealed. Mickey Mouse upsetting the 
statecraft in any European country will continue, 
however, to be a huge joke to democratic peoples. 
—Winnipeg Free Press. 


HEADS TOGETHER 

Apparently Premier Hepburn of Ontario 
and Premier Duplessis of Quebec are collaborat- 
ing in arranging the briefs of their respective 
provinces for the Rowell commission on relations 
between the Dominion and the provinces.

Your Health 


By DR, FRANK McCOY 

About this time of year many of you will be 
buying toys for children and in the article for 
today I am going to try to give you some helpful 
suggestions. 

In choosing toys, try to choose the type of toy 
which gives the child something to do. Children 
usually prefer those toys which provide them 
with a chance for activity. Thus, the boy may 
like a hammer and nail set, or a building set, 
while the girl may like a miniature set of equip- 
ment for washing doll clothes. If you want to 
have the pleasure of seeing the child really en- 
joying the gift you present and playing with it 
for hour after hour, then by all means choose 
one which gives him something to do. 

Another good point to remember is to ask 
yourself if the toy is strongly enough made to 
stand up under the rough handling a child is 
likely to give it. When purchasing toys, keep 
in mind the age of the child for which it is in- 
tended—at different ages, different toys appeal). 
In lookjng for a gift for the very young child, 
try to choose one which is washable, and make 
sure that the paint will not come off if the gift 
reaches the mouth. 

In order to make this article as constructive 
as possible, I am going to provide you with the 
following definite suggestions. 

For the child 1% to 3 years old, these are suit- 
able: blocks, large rubber ball, small wagon or 
truck which may be pulled around and which 
is filled with blocks to be unloaded. Or, choose 
a soft doll or animal. 

Age 3 to 6: the boy will like small models of 
automobiles and airplanes, or one of the hammer 
and nail sets which allows him to hammer away 
to his heart's content without being scolded. 
Various wheeled toys are available which are 
excellent for both sexes from the standpoint of 
encouraging the child to exercise vigorously out 
in the open air. Tricycles, automobiles, wagons, 
and “scooters,” belong in this group. Girls of 
this age will be pleased with doll sets, doll clothes, 
drawing sets, dishes and weaving sets. 

Ages 6 to 9: Girls like jump ropes, toy ironing 
boards with irons, and similar equipment. Both 
sexes enjoy gymnasium sets to be erected in the 
back yard, consisting of acting bar, rings, trapeze, 
Swings, etc. Roller skates, archery sets, and 
games which tempt the child to play outside will 
usually prove aceptable. Boys enjoy construction 
sets which come complete with plans for building 
various objects. 

Ages 9 to 12: Boys of this age enjoy boxing 
gloves, or a table set similar to “table tennis.” 
A tool chest equipped with tools strong enough 
to be actually used will be pleasing to the boy 
who likes to build things for himself. Games of 
skill are also enjoyed at this age. A child of 
either sex not having roller skates may appre- 
ciate a gift of this type. Gifts for girls of these 
ages are difficult to choose and it is probably 
best to find out something about the interest or 
hobby of the particular girl whom you are trying 
to please. 

In choosing a gift for any youngster, remem- 
ber that the child may be educated by “play” as 
much as by work or study. Therefore, choose the 
gift which is constructive, the gift which helps 
the child to develop better co-ordination between 
brain and muscles—and you will have the double 
pleasure of giving the child something he will 
enjoy and which will also be helpful to him. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Herman J. writes: “What do 
you think of parsley?” 

ANSWER: Parsley is rich in iron and may be 
added to a salad composed of other vegetables, 
such as cabbage, chopped celery or ground car- 
Tots. 

QUESTION—Hazel T. wants to know: “What 
can be done for legs that are too slender, that is, 
which seem almost straight up and down and 
lack normal curves? Would rubbing on warm 
olive oil help?” 

ANSWER: The massaging of the legs with 
olive oil could not be expected to cause them to 
fill out to any appreciable extent as not enough 
of the olive oil is absorbed to do much good. You 
will find exercise your greatest help, as exercise 
will develop the muscles and so produce natural 
curves. Walking, swimming, dancing, roller 
skating, tennis, rope-jumping, and running are 
excellent exercises to use. Also, take special 
exercises night and morning which call for vigor- 
ous activity of the leg muscles themselves, such 
as kicking, rising on the toes, and so on. Watch 
the magazines devoted to physical culture and 
you will find many exercises which you can use 
with benefit. One good rule to remember is to 
take each exercise only a few times at first, until 
your leg muscles become accustomed to it. Keep 
this rule in mind and you will get all of the good 
out of the exercises and avoid soreness. Continue 
your exercises faithfully and you will be sur- 
prised how quickly your legs will respond by 
filling out with round, firm, natural curves.

ugly word “competition.” 

Out of the thousands of letters that come to me 
every year from women in perplexity or trouble, one- 
third deal with this particular thing. And the tragedy 
of it is that the women who are ruining their home hap- 
piness, driving their husbands into nervous break- 
downs, lying awake nights tortured with nervous indi- 
gestion, are almost always unconscious of the fact that 
the mad race to keep up with the Joneses is the trouble, 
and not poverty, unemployment, bills, sickness and 
Mervousness. 

If any one of the hundreds of women who are man- 
aging a smal) household of four persons on--say, $3.000 
@ year, buried in bills and burdened with continual an- 
moying expenses in the way of children’s shoes, dentistry. 
unexpected garage and telephone and club extras, would 
decide to live on exactly half of that each year—$125, a 
month—she would find herself breathing a freer air, see- 
ing life with new eyes, sleeping like a baby, and, in short, 
beginning a completely changed existence. 

Instead of that, she usually spends $3,742 a year, and 
gays in self-defence, “Well, what else can I do? You've 
got to KEEP UP. I can’t have the children different {rom 
the others. Jim will simply have to make more money; 
that’s all there is to it!” 

And straining to make more money Jim often strains 
himself into an early grave, Then poor Fanny would 
think herself and the children lucky to have half of that 
once-despised three thousand, Soon she has no money at 
ell, when the small insurance is spent, and has to con- 
sider not only depriving the children of everything the 
geighbor's children have, but supporting them as well. 

Half the saleswomen in shops today are married wo- 
gen who once had nice homes, and good men working to 
support those homes. But because neighbors with larger 
fncomes had amber glass and Venetian blinds and chil- 
dren in private schools and bridge prizes and loge seats 
d taxi rides, they had to have them. And the bills 
piled up and the heated arguments over the bills increas- 
d, and the result was divorce, or death, Now Fanny 
nds on her feet all day; drags herself home exhausted 
night; opens @ can of tometo soup and reads @ movie 
nagazine, and feels that she is one of the abused women 
the world.

She 
would see that a woman—any woman-—lives simply to 
solve her individual problem, and that she solves it mag- 
nificently, with the complete preservation of her hus- 
band's comfort and confidence and her own self-respect. 
She would see gardens, chickens, cats, dogs, babies, vil!- 
age schools, village gatherings, friendships, walks and 
talks and music and bicycles and hospitality and family 
life—in short, she would see everything that makes life 
worth while, paid for, comfortably included in budgets 
that go back hundreds of years, although the word budget 
isn't known in French domesticity. She might in time 
learn the European woman's idea of marriage; to help 
her mate.

The breed of dog known as the 
Samoyede takes its name from that 
curious, and now fast-disappearing, 
people who ‘with their herds of | 
reindeer used to roam the tundra 
in northwestern Siberia between 
the Od and Yenisei rivers. The | 
dog is closely related to the Eski- | 
mo, the Siberian Husky, Norwegian 
Elkhound, and other breeds of the 
Far North. The country of their | 
origin is terribly hot in summer | 
and bitter cold in winter; hence | 
these dogs are admirably fitted to 
climatic conditions of our country. 
For centuries they have been used 
as herd dogs and to haul sledges. 
They proved their usefulness in 
Arctic and Antarctic expeditions 
led by Nansen and Shackleton. 
Mansen wrote an interesting and 
amusing account of a trip he made 
to the country of the Samoyede to 
purchase dogs for his Fram ex- 
pedition. 

Known in the United States for 
only about twenty years as the 
Samoyede, this dog, formerly called 
the Spitz—which incidentally has 
never been officially recognized 
as a breed here and in England— 
very likely was closely related to 
this bred; and it is a moot ques- 
tion whether the Pomeranian of 
Germany did not originate from the 
Samoyede. It is said that the ex- 
istence of the breed can be traced 
back more than two thousand | 
years. Some authorities go so far 
as to claim it is the oldest of all 
breeds of dog. Disregarding such 
claims, however, it is safe to assert 
that the breed is of the type of the 
earliest known dogs, and was prob- 
ably old when the greyhound and 
other dogs were being developed 
in the ancient land of the Pharaohs. 


INTERESTING ARTICLE 

A few years ago the Ameriean 
Kennel Gazette published a most 
interesting article on the breed en- 
titled, “The Dog Nobody Im- 
roved,” in which the writer, H. N. 

inkham, an acknowledged expert 
on the breed, set forth the fact 
that it had never been changed or | 
“improved” by the addition of 
blood of any other breed, but re- 
mained the same except, perhaps, 
as to color, as it had been in the 
hands of that strange race from 
which its name is derived. 

About thirty-five years ago the 
breed was introduced in England, 
and since then has spread and be- 
come recognized in practically all 
parts of the world, Although not 
so large as its cousin the Eskimo, | 
the Samoyede, to me at least, is 
more handsome, not being quite 
so wolf-like in appearance; and 
its color, either pure white, white 
and biscuit, or cream, being more 
attractive than the usually darker 
coloring of the other breed This 
dog belongs in the list of quiet

muscular with good bone and long, 
flattish, and slightly spread feet 
having the pads well covered with 
hair. The hindquarters are very 
muscular, with well let-down 
stifles, cowhocks or straight stifles 
being most objectionable. The tail, 
long and profuse, is carried over

When first imported into England 
the breed was said to be immune to 
distemper, but unfortunately such 
is not the case now, They are alert, 
intelligent, and to a very high de- 
gree affectionate towards al] man- 
kind, They make very desirable 
companions and are easily trained
